-editorial on Sara Bernhardt, pic- 
turing very graphically the im- 
moral life she has always led and 
in substance calling her tbe vilest 
of the vile. Last week’s paper con- 
tains in its sgciety column an ac- 
count of an elegant diner given 
her by Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Crocker, 
acknowledged to be on the top 
shelf of San Francisco society. 
Bernhardt was in San Francisco 
depending ou her great ability as 
an artist and was in no sense pos- | 
ing as a society woman. It was 
the artist, uot the woman, the San 
Franciscans were hovoritig by 
their nightly presence at her per- 
fo.mance—ability and talent, not 
the individual. While perbaps it 
may have shocked the moral sense 
of the editor of the Argonaut at 
seeing her entertained by leading 
society people, we can see no im- 
propriety in the Crockers or any 
body else entertaining her if they 
saw fit. One ching is sure, her 
immorality is in no sense catching, 
unless the pores of the skin are 
open and seeking to be poisoncd ; 
it will not rub off without immoral 
friction. It is human nature to 
admire genius in all the walks of 


life, from the prize-ring to we 


pulpit. 


THE United States Government 
has not officially recognized the 
Chilean revolutionists as bellige- 
rents. In the absence of such 
recoguition itis fhe duty of our 
Government to prevent any in- 
surgent faction in that country 
from making use of the United 
States territory or other facilities 
for levying war on a friendly 
Power. . The Government for- 
mally discharged that duty by 
putting a Deputy Marshal in 
charge of the Itata and arresting 
the Captain. San Diego advices 
say that tbe sailing of the steamer 
Was not unexpected. Evidently 
there was an impression that she 
would disregard the presence and 
orders of the Deputy Marshal. 
This affair is not only an infrac- 
tion of the laws governing our 
rel tions with a friendly power, 
but an outrage on the authority 
of the United States. A steamer 
without a flag,so far as her ser- 
vice is concerned, whatever her 
ownership may be, has by force 
and arms, defied United States 
authorities in an American port 
and escaped from custody. e 

In an old-fashioned sailing ship 
race from Calcutta to New York, 
between an American wooden an 
an English iron ship, the Yankee 
won by three days. Of course, in 
arace of this kind, as much de- 
pends upon good seamanship, judg- 
ment and fortune as upon *the 
speed of the vessels, within reason- 
able limi's, but it is a little satis- 
faction to hear that the American 
clipper is still in the race.

VICTIM OF VIOLENCE. 


‘As Mild a Mannered Man as Ever | 
Seuttied Ship or Cut a Threat.” 


It was in the booming times in 
Pioche when the stages arrived daily, 
from Salt Lake City and other points, 
loaded with incoming strangers. 
Among the arrivals one evening was 
observed a genteel looking man, clad 
in ‘neatly “made, tailor fitting, gray 
cloth, and bearing himself with the 
dignified reserve of a man of quiet 
habits and unobtrusive ways. But 
the cold look from his grey eyes indi- 
dicated determination, and one’s first 
impression was not to offend him. 
On the morning after his arrival, the 
Superintendent of the leading mining 
company stepped into the stage office 
with the new comer, and handing the 
agent three hotel checks, directed 
him to send them toa leading hotel 
in Salt Lake City, 

OBTAIN THE BAGGAGE 
They represented, pay the bill it was

In the camp of the same character 
and in the employ of other companies 
the result was to engender bad blood

Sullivan. The shooting occurred on 
the main street and was done from 
opposite sides of the street and di- 
rectly across. After Sullivan fell, 
Courtney coolly replaced his revolver 
in his rear pocket and taking a quill 
tooth pick, stood there quietly picking 
his teeth until arrested, a moment 
later.

MelIntyre was the first to retury and 
took his position behind a_ boot-black 
stand of the kiosk pattern that stood 
just off the sidewalk on Main street. 
It was night and the lamps from the 
saloons only lighted the streets. Very 
soon’ Courtney came walking down 
the street and passed the staod where 
McIntyre was concealed, and what 
followed 
WAS TOLD BY MCINTYRE 

In substance as follows: “I waited 
until he passed and then turned loose. 
The first shot went through his right 


He 
turned and tried to draw his gun with 
his right, but couldn’t. He made a 
movement to draw with his left, but 
failed and then turned to run. Then 
I peppered him in the back.’’ 

Needless: to-say he fell and soon ex- 
pired. In due time McIntyre was 
tried, but so potent was the evidence 
produced in his defense, through the 
influence of the mining company that 
had McIntyre under engagement, 
that he was duly acquitted. Andthus 
Morg Courtney, who was noted for 
being cool, collected and fearless in 
facing danger, met his death and was 
buried ina cemetery which, it was 
asserted, was started with thirty-six 
interments of bodies of men who were 
the victims of violence.
